a porous material formed on the substrate, the porous material comprising a 
plurality of columnar pores and an area surrounding the pores, the area being an amorphous 

wherein the depdi direction of the colunmar pores is substantially 
perpendicular to the substrate, 

wherein the colunmar pores h ave a circular or elliptic cross-section iaa 
direction parallel to the substrate, and 

wherem an average mterval between centers of adjacent nores is 30 nm or 

2. (Previously Pres^ited) The porous article according to claim 1 , 
wherein the columnar pores are substantially unbranched.

4. (Previously Presented) The porous article according to claim 1 , 
wherein the average diameter of the columnar pores is 20 ran or less. 
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5. (Previously Presented) The porous article according to claim 1, 
wherein the plurality of pores have substantially the same depth direction.

providing the article of claim 1 ; and 

separating the porous material from the substrate.

providing tihe article of claim 1; and 

separating the porous material from the substrate. 

25. (New) The porous article according to claim 1, whaein an oxide 
film is formed on a wall surface of the columnar pores. 
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
